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Moving can be a traumatic 
experience for man or beast. 

But as anyone who has ever moved 
from a tiny dank apartment toa 
spacious new home can tell you, 
moving up in life is far easier on the 
psyche. 

That’s what 10 dogs went through 
last week, bidding farewell to their old 
quarters at the Upland Animal Shelter, 
1460 N. Campus Ave., for their brand 
new home at 860 E. 15th St., just 
northeast of their old one. 

The dogs were walked to the new 
location by volunteers from Promote 
Animal Welfare and Safety (PAWS) two 
days after the shelter’s grand opening. 
Although the telephone and electric 
companies didn’t finish turning on 
utilities to meet the deadline, PAWS 
members were able to convince the 
city to let them move the animals in 
early in order to save their lives. 

Because of overcrowding at the old 


shelter, two dogs were put to sleep 
earlier in the week and more were 
scheduled if they were not adopted, 
kennel attendant Arlene Lightbody 
said. 

The new building will accommodate 
both the shelter and adoption 
operations. When the dogs and cats 
have been unclaimed for four days they 
will go to the PAWS half of the 
building, where PAWS members will try 
their hardest to place them with 
owners. 

But until the phones are working, the 
city shelter will remain at its old 
location, Lightbody said. 

“t love it,’”’ she said of the new 
shelter. “I wish | could go now.” 

While she waits for the utility 
companies to install their equipment, 
she will take care of 15 dogs still in the 
old shelter because they have not been 
there long enough to be adopted. 
About 10 cats will also stay in the old 


building until the final move. 

She will be amply rewarded for her 
patience. Instead of a camper in the 
parking lot that now serves as her 
office, she will have an office inside 
the new building. The larger cages will 
allow easier cleaning and handling of 
the dogs and cats, she said. And the 
skylights and fresh paint will 
undoubtedly make for a more pleasant 
atmosphere. 

But for PAWS members the real 
triumph is the doubling of space. A 
jump from 20 dog cages to 42 will 
mean that far less, if any, dogs will 
have to be put to sleep for lack of 
space. The number of cat cages — 12 
— will stay the same, but they are 
about twice as big as the old ones, 
PAWS volunteer Marian Cochran said. 

Having the luxury of keeping the 
animals until they are adopted is quite 
a relief for the volunteers. 

PAWS president and founder Joy 








Harvey will reap her own benefit from 
the move, also. With an office, finally, 
the group will also have its own 
telephone. She will no longer be 
cheerfully receiving inquiring phone 
calls in her home from 6 a.m. until after 
midnight. 

Harvey said many a dinner was 
interrupted by calls from people 
wanting to adopt or drop off their 
animals. Among other things, she said 
she has dropped a roast and knocked 
over glasses with the trailing telephone 
cord. 

“My husband thought | needed a 
phone implant,” Harvey joked. 

Now, however, the group will have 
its own number, 981-5334, operating 
out of the shelter during business 
hours. Volunteers will keep the shelter 
open 10 a.m. to 7 p.m. weekdays, 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. Saturdays and noon to 4 p.m. 
Sundays. Volunteers are always 
needed, Harvey said.

Animal-welfare workers 
open new Upland shelter

After more than two years of 
planning and work, members of 
PAWS (Promote Animal Welfare 
and Safety) opened their new 
Animal Shelter in Upland last 
week. 

The 3,500-square-foot, 54-cage 
shelter at 860 E. 15th St. is the 
result of a joint venture between 
the city and the volunteer group 
PAWS, Marian Cochran, PAWS 
member and shelter organizer, 
said. 

During the afternoon opening 
ceremony Mayor Richard 
Anderson described the new 
building as acommunity effort. 

“The burden of organization 
and economics was spread 
throughout the community, 
instead of just the city,” 
Anderson said. “| hope this is 
the start of a whole line of 
community projects.” 

“Yes, it was our dream and 
hey, it’s here. We made it,” 
Cochran told other members of 


the group and city 
representatives. 

The new shelter will contain 
offices and facilities for both the 
Upland Animal Shelter and for 
PAWS. The animals will be held 
for four days in the front half of 
the building and the unclaimed 
animals will be moved to the 
back for adoption managed by 
PAWS volunteers. 

Because space was so limited 
at the old shelter, just south of 
the new one, the volunteers had 
to work out of their homes. 
When the cages were 
overcrowded animals had to be 
euthanized, Cochran said. 

“Euthanasia should pretty 
much cease,” she said. The large 
building should be able to 
accommodate animals until they 
are adopted, she said. 


The building cost the city 
$124,000, according to Assistant 
City Manager Mike Matlock. 
Much of the cost was also 
absorbed by donations of 
$40,000 worth of labor, services,

Millions of small insects that 
feed on manure and kill fly larvae 
are being unleashed in Chino to 
combat swarms of house flies 
that like to breed in chicken and 
cattle droppings. 

The insects — called chalcids 
— come from the wasp family 
and they only attack certain 
species of flies, in this case the 
Fannia and Musca strain of 
house flies. 

“The (parasite-like bugs) go

the people after us,” said Faye 
Vallone, 17, a high school senior. 
“It’s already too crowded as it is. 
They keep saying they can fix it, 
but it’s not good enough for us.”

after house flies who hang 
around egg ranches and dairies,” 
said Allan Pfuntner, assistant ° 
district manager of the West 
Valley Vector Control District in 
Chino.

Pfuntner, the district released a 
quarter million chalcids at 
Chino’s J.B. Cattle Ranch on 
Cypress Street and Mees Egg 
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Ranch on Pipe Line Avenue. 

Releasing these bugs in 
batches, he said, is more 
effective because if they all 
hatch at once it’s harder to keep 
them in the problem areas. 

“We release a new batch every 
10 days. If we had a bunch out 
all at once, they’d all hatch at the 
same time and we’d have them 
flying away and not placed in the 
problem areas,” said Pfuntner.

company which specializes in 
raising insect parasites. He said 
the project is costing $3,000 and 
all chalcids should be out by the 
end of October. 

Chalcids are expensive 
because they’re imported. Mike 
Wachel of Wachel General Pest 
Control in Montclair said he’s 
been using three different types 
of parasite wasps that are in the 
same chalcids family. These 
wasps come from Asia and 
Africa.

chalcids family (of bugs) for 12 
to 13 years. Depending on the 
time of year, we’ll use one of the 
three types,”’ said Wachel. 

He said some wasps work 
better in the summertime and 
others in the winter. ““We’ve 
been using one type (of wasp) 
for about 10 years on house flies 
and we’ve documented a 40 
percent reduction in fly activity.”

Growing Upland 
looks to unload 
its extra sew2ge

Growth on Upland’s west side 
has forced the city to search for 
ways to unload its extra sewage. 

Presently, Montclair’s sewage 
system is taking about 30,000 
gallons of Upland’s sewage a 
day, and it recently agreed to 
raise that limit to 80,000 gallons. 

“We'll use it up pretty quick,” 
Upland City Engineer Fred 
Blanchard said. 

Already Montclair services 
about 200 apartments on Arrow 
Highway, Blanchard said. Upland 
charges the customers Montclair 
rates and hands the money over 
to the other city, he said 

Looking at a more permanent 
solution, the city is negotiating 
with the Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District to add on to the 


interceptor it plans to build for 
Montclair. If it reaches further 
north to serve Upland, the new 
line would cost CBMWD an extra 
$1.1 million 

However, the alternative would 
be for the city to spend about 
$1.8 million to build new lines to 
transport the sewage from the 
west to the east. 

It would enter the CBMWD 
system at its interceptor at 
Grove Avenue and the San 
Bernardino Freeway where it 
would go to the Ontario 
treatment plant, according to 
CBMWD General Manager Theo 
Nowak. 

The west-side interceptor, 
which would be located by 
Monte Vista Avenue and the San 
Antonio Flood Control Channel, 
may not be built until 1988 or 
1989, according to the CBMWD.

is asymbolic exorcism of 
whatever inferiority complex the 
Down-Underers might harbor 
toward the United States. But 
the film’s humor also plays to 
the native American mistrust of 
big-city sophistication, the same 
psychological vein that Capra 
tapped in ‘‘Mr. Deeds.” Dundee 
deflates the reporter’s 
pretentious fiance by 
surreptitiously knocking him 
cold, gapes in amazement as a 
psychiatrist tries to explain his 
line of work and mistakes 
someone's cocaine stash fora 
nasal decongestant. 

But this kind of comedy — it 
was a danger in Capra’s films as 
well — can also carry a mean 
streak of intolerance and 
demagoguery. Dundee’s solution 
to every social problem is a 
Ramboesque use of brute force. 
He brains a fleeing purse- 
snatcher by pitching a well- 
aimed tin can and answers a 
mugger’s switchblade by 
flashing his own monstrous 
hunting knife. And his response 
to every kind of behavior that 
doesn't fit into his value system 
is a grimace of revulsion. It's 
mildly funny when Dundee 
comes across his first Mohawk 
haircut in downtown Manhattan, 
but when the gags degenerate 
into gay-baiting, it may be time 
to draw the line. 

Hogan, though, is an 
appealing performer, and 
Kozlowski has a brisk charm as 
his love interest. Indeed, the film 
functions far better as romantic 
comedy than it does as social 
satire, building an entertaining 
sexual suspense as an 
unacknowledged attraction 
builds between the two leads.

Upland would like to take 
control of a county fioodwater 
basin running through its closed 
landfill in order to protect its 
ground water. 

The county lets the water run 
through the open concrete-lined 
West Cucamonga Channel which 
cuts across a former landfill on 
the northeast corner of Campus 
Avenue and 14th Street, 
Assistant City Manager Mike 
Matlock said. 


That wouldn’t be a problem, 
except that weeds have grown 
through the channel, cracking 
the concrete protection and 
allowing water to trickle down 
through the landfill. 

Because the landfill contains 
potentially harmful methane gas, 
the water could possibly become 
contaminated as it flows down 
to the ground water table, 
Matlock said. 


“We'd just as soon not have 
any water crossing the landfill,” 
he said. “We don’t want to 


he ek 
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Upland wants control of floodwater basin 


accidentally or intentionally add 
any more water to the landfill.” 


Although the landfill is 400 
feet above the ground water 
table, the city still has had to 
spend $1.4 million for safety 
measures since the dump closed 
in 1979. 


So, the city has asked the 
county for a permit to take over 
the operation. Matlock said the 
city would divert the water into 
an open basin north of the 
landfill instead, where it would 


evaporate or filter through the 
ground to the water table. 


County flood control decided 
against that option because of 
the cost of weed and mosquito 
control, he said. But Matlock 
said the city’s costs would 
probably not run much more 
than $2,000 a year. 


Mike Walker, county director 
of flood control, said his staff is 
studying the proposal. He added 
that the county has similar 
agreements with other cities.

By Mike Stroud the winemaker at Ariel Vineyards 
eS who developed the wine, the 
company uses a process similar 
to water desalination to remove 
alcohol from grapes. 

The wine is made from a blend 
of high-quality grapes. 
Carbonation is added “to give 
spritz,”” Gnekow said. 

At about $3.50 a bottle, Ariel 
Free isn’t cheap. A bottle of a 
competing product selis for 
more like $1.99, Gnekow said.
